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B= Program Profile 


The Resource Access Negotiations (RAN) Program supports the resource development 
responsibilities of the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development (DIAND). 
A component of the Canadian Aboriginal Economic Development Strategy (CAEDS), the 
program is administered by the Natural Resources Directorate, Lands, Revenues and Trusts 
Sector of DIAND and the corresponding units in DIAND’s regional offices. 


RAN provides financial contributions to help First Nations (Indian bands, Inuit and Innu 
communities) take advantage of resource developments near their communities, attract 
investments in resource development on their lands, and contract with provincial, territorial 
and private sector developers to develop and manage resources on Crown or private lands. 


Eligible applicants include First Nations (Indian, Inuit and Innu communities and 
settlements), Tribal Councils and institutions that have been given a mandate by bands or 
communities to carry out activities on their behalf. Applications to the RAN Program are 
accepted by DIAND’s regional and district offices. 


Activities eligible for funding are: 


¢ negotiations with private sector developers and other parties of off-reserve 
resource projects leading to employment and other economic benefits; 


¢ negotiations to attract investment to develop community-controlled natural 
resources; and 


¢ contract negotiations with provinces, territories and other owners or 
users to develop and manage off-reserve natural resources on Crown lands. 


RAN is an opportunity-based program that maximizes benefits to Aboriginal communities 
through investments in resource development. Applicants are expected to commit financial 
and human resources to the negotiations to the maximum extent of their capacity. 


During the 1991-1992 fiscal year, consultations with regions led to changes in program 
criteria, project eligibility, administration and delivery of the RAN Program. The inclusion 
of real estate as an eligible activity under investment negotiations enabled First Nations to 
expand their economic base. Changes to the management regime allowed regions to be 
more flexible and timely in approving projects. Previously, regional project summaries and 
assessments were forwarded to headquarters for the assistant deputy minister’s approval. 
Approval is now decentralized. Regions, in consultation with their constituents, provide 
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headquarters with a prioritized project and budget forecast before the beginning of the new 
fiscal year. Based on the available national budget, funds are then transferred to the regions. 
Regions approve and fund projects according to RAN criteria and approved forecast 
submissions. Regions may substitute other priority projects if circumstances require, 
providing the new projects are consistent with the overall objectives of the RAN Program 
and are within the financial allocation to the region. 
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B— Summary of Results 


In 1991-1992, its second year of operation, the Resource Access Negotiations (RAN) Program 
assisted 77 Aboriginal resource development projects with contributions totalling 
$2,254,784. This represents an increase of 27.4 percent in project funding over last year and 
an increase of 35 percent in the number of projects funded. 


Most of the funding went to resource co-management, major off-reserve resource 
development and forestry projects. A number of unique resource co-management 
agreements were negotiated with the provinces or territories. These provided First Nations 
with harvesting rights, employment, environmental protection of the resource and 
management of traditional off-reserve territories. Training, in such areas as forestry 
technology, silviculture (reforestation), forest-fire fighting and suppression, and 
aquaculture, is a value-added component of these agreements. 


The most dramatic increase over last year occurred, however, in negotiating First Nations’ 
participation in major off-reserve resource development projects, which are defined as 
projects where capital costs exceed $10 million. This activity used 28.1 percent of the budget 
and included projects such as the construction and operation of hydro-electric installations, 
pulp and paper mills, the development and operation of mines, the construction of 
highways, and other major resource-based construction projects. 


For real estate projects, negotiations were successful in attracting private sector 
development to reserve lands near urban centres or to lands that offered commercially 
viable options. For example, the development of a 32,500-square-metre, enclosed shopping 
centre on reserve land for one band, at an estimated cost of $40 million, will provide 
approximately 175 person-years of employment plus several million dollars in contracts to 
the band’s construction company. 


The current recession adversely affected several resource development sectors of the 
Canadian economy. These trends were reflected in RAN activity. In particular, the mining 
and tourism sectors slowed dramatically. Despite this, one community was successful in 
negotiating with a foreign developer to quarry and market its unique building stone. The 
agreement will provide the community with revenue estimated at $2.5 million over two 
years, plus substantial employment, training and technology transfer. 


Several administrative improvements are detailed in other sections of the report. These 
enabled First Nations and regional offices to expedite RAN-related activities and to apply 
program guidelines flexibly to achieve better results. 
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Be— Regional Program Activities 


In the 1991-1992 fiscal year, 77 projects received RAN contributions totalling $2,254,784 (see 
Table 1). : 


As in 1990-1991, the level of project activity this year was higher in the western regions — 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia — where over 50 percent of the 
budget funded 62 percent of the projects (see Table 2). 


Negotiating benefits from off-reserve major resource projects used 28 percent of the budget 
and involved most of the regions. This is an indication that First Nations are looking 
beyond reserve boundaries to improve their economic conditions. Private sector developers 
are willing to customize economic development initiatives to First Nations for a number of 
reasons. These include: 


¢ acorporate commitment to Aboriginal and Northern development; 


e economic benefits of hiring and training local labour instead of importing workers 
from other areas; 


e asignificant Aboriginal market for products; and 
¢ aneed to increase Aboriginal hiring to meet employment equity legislation. 


Examples of off-reserve development by First Nations include the installation of a gas- 
turbine electricity generation plant next to a Quebec reserve, which will provide $800,000 in 
on-reserve projects; clearing contracts for a hydro transmission line in Saskatchewan, which 
will provide one band with employment and input into the $200,000 impact study 
commissioned by Saskatchewan Power; and a Native preferential employment clause 
achieved in a mineral development agreement for Yukon. 


In the Atlantic region, First Nations successfully negotiated four fishing agreements which 
will provide revenue, employment and training for band members. The awarding of lobster 
licences to one band will provide 21 part-time jobs. For another band, the licence to harvest 
850 tonnes of shrimp annually will provide revenue and nine full-time jobs. An aquaculture 
project that will produce 80,000 salmon annually will provide gross sales in the range of $1.4 
million.

First Nations in nearly all regions participated in some form of resource co-management — 
negotiations with provinces or territories and the private sector. Closely related to and 
sometimes intertwined with forest negotiations, resource co-management and forestry 
sectors used 55.6 percent of the budget and produced a number of significant agreements 
encompassing ownership, management, harvesting, employment and business contracts. 
For example, in Ontario, the Windigo Tribal Council's intervention in the provincial 
government's timber class assessment and the timber class hearings, led to a series of 
negotiations with the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) and the Ontario 
Forestry Association (OFA) to establish forest resource agreements on a community-by- 
community basis within the Tribal Council area. 


Four regions (Atlantic, Ontario, Saskatchewan and British Columbia) were involved with 
real estate development negotiations. One band successfully negotiated with Saskatoon for 
infrastructure and accompanying maintenance to reserve lands within the city limits. The 
land has been targeted for light industrial development. 


Small-scale hydro development in Ontario, British Columbia and Yukon is an indication 
that this sector is growing, especially in remote and isolated areas where the cost of diesel 
generation is becoming prohibitive. An agreement negotiated in Yukon is significant. The 
project, owned jointly by the First Nation and Yukon Energy Corporation, will provide a 20- 
year contract to the First Nation for hydro sale, employment and technology transfer.

Major Projects (17 Projects) 


The size and scope of off-reserve projects near First Nation communities offer economic and 
other spinoff benefits to the communities. Private and public sector developers are 
providing positive responses in their negotiations with First Nations, and are assuring 
longer-term partnerships and enhanced infrastructure for the communities. 


First Nation agreements negotiated with developers usually provide a number of benefits — 
ranging from preferential clauses for employment and training, employment quotas,. 
scholarships, and contracts for the supply of goods and services, to equity positions in the 
development. Examples include a transmission line installation and line-clearing contract 
with the potential for $1 million in salaries and-900 person-weeks of employment, and the 
development and operation of a gold mine which is expected to create 51 full-time jobs and 


which has established First Nation employment at 30 percent, including six training 
positions in technical areas. 


Resource Co-management (17 Projects) 


The trend for Aboriginal access to off-reserve resources through various forms of co- 
operative management agreements increased over the previous year. Agreements with 
federal, provincial or territorial governments for off-reserve resource co-management cover 
such areas as: 

e discovering the type or quantity of the natural resource; 

e researching the resource and its relationship to the environment; 

¢ developing and securing ratification of management plans; 

e setting and allocating harvest quotas; 


e regulating resource harvesting; and 


e protecting and enhancing the resource. 
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A variety of factors have led to resource co-management initiatives in the past and are likely 
to stimulate greater interest in the future. First Nations see resource co-management as: 


e enhancing off-reserve harvesting rights for community members; 
© creating employment in resource management; 

e increasing control over traditionally off-reserve territories; and 

e safeguarding the environment from third-party encroachment. 


Training, especially in forestry technology, silviculture, aquaculture, firefighting and fire 
suppression and in the development of geographical information systems (GISs) 
technology, is a value-added component of resource co-management agreements. 


Forestry (16 Projects) 


Closely related to resource co-management, many forestry agreements with the provinces or 
territories and the private sector include some aspect of co-management specifically 
covering the off-reserve component. The opportunities for First Nation involvement lie in 
negotiating third-party agreements with private sector companies holding large areas of 
Crown lands under forest management agreements (FMAs) and obtaining woodlot licences 
for harvesting the resource. 


One of the objectives of the 1989 DIAND-Forestry Canada Memorandum of Agreement is to 
promote First Nation access to off-reserve forestry resources. RAN is one of the vehicles for 
achieving this objective. Benefits from these negotiations include improved harvesting, 
better silviculture practices, reforestation and business development through trucking 
contracts and logging. 


For example, one First Nation negotiated several agreements with the private sector which 
will provide 79 part-time jobs with an estimated payroll in excess of $8 million over the next 
three to five years. 


For on-reserve forestry, DIAND’s inventory indicates that, nationally, there are 1.3-million 
hectares of reserve forest lands. More than one third of all bands have an active interest in 
forestry. Forestry is a growing sector; in 1991, 232 Indian bands had forest inventories less 
than 10 years old. More interest in the resource is expected as First Nations capitalize on 
this asset. 
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Real Estate (9 Projects) 


This is a growing area in investment negotiations. Of projects funded, two were 
negotiations to acquire land adjacent to reserves for tourism and other commercial 
recreational activities; two were negotiations with the private sector to develop suburban 
reserve land for light industrial uses; and two were for the development of reserve land for 
residential use. For example, in British Columbia, a band negotiated a partnership 
agreement with a private sector developer to develop and construct a residential complex 
consisting of 100 townhouses on reserve land. The townhouses, in the $200,000-to-$300,000 
price range, will carry 99-year leases. Included in the development is a marina, a 
convenience store and golf facilities. The use of the band’s construction company on a 
contractual basis will add value to the partnership agreement. 


Fisheries (5 Projects) 


Although fishing is a depressed sector in the Atlantic region, First Nations have produced 
positive results in negotiating agreements with provincial agencies and the private sector in 
such areas as aquaculture, fish and lobster harvesting, and co-management of resources. 
Two agreements negotiated in the Atlantic region will provide First Nations with a 
minimum of 51 part-time and 20 full-time jobs. In another project, a band successfully 
negotiated the licence and sale of 4,000 tonnes of fish annually to an overseas market. 


Oil and Gas (5 Projects) 


In three of the oil and gas negotiations assisted by RAN funding, First Nations negotiated 
with the private sector to develop the resource on their reserve. Agreements have not been 
finalized. In the other two projects, negotiations are progressing with the provincial 
governments over ownership of the mineral rights. 


Tourism (3 Projects) 


The current recession has slowed activity in destination tourism development. In spite of 
this, the number of projects initiated during 1991-1992 increased to three from the two 
projects initiated in 1990-1991. In one case, a First Nation negotiated with the private sector 
to develop and operate a lodge. Others included the successful negotiation with a 
provincial government for training and seasonal employment associated with the re- 
establishment of a historic trail, and the development of a funding prospectus and 
associated promotional materials for a destination tourism facility to be located on three 
reserves. 
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Hydro (3 Projects) 


Public utility companies are encouraging the private development of small hydro 
generating plants as a viable alternative to the high cost of diesel generation. This is 
especially applicable in remote and isolated communities, and more First Nations are taking 
advantage of such opportunities. Benefits for First Nations are: 


e reduction of the need for diesel generation and its negative environmental effects; 


e¢ employment, training and technology transfer in the development, construction 
and operation of hydro generation plants; and 


e revenue from the sale of excess electricity to the main power grids. 


All three projects are still being negotiated, and each is showing positive initial results. . 


Minerals (2 Projects) 


Increased environmental pressures coupled with a worldwide recession have had negative 
effects on the domestic mining industry. Canadian mining companies have drastically 
reduced their exploration budgets and this is reflected in the reduced activity for on- and 
off-reserve mineral exploration. Two projects were to finalize negotiations initiated in the 
1990-1991 fiscal year. Both were with the private sector to quarry and market community- 
owned resources. The implementation of one of these projects was subsequently cancelled 
following negotiations and a feasibility study. The other project succeeded in attracting 
foreign investments to develop and market a unique building stone, anorthosite. 
Negotiated agreements will provide the Inuit community with $2.5 million in revenue over 
two years plus employment, training and technology transfer. Included is an option for a 
joint-venture marketing agreement to be negotiated at a later date.

Be Project Summaries 


Atlantic 


Project: Afton Tourist Project 
Sector: Real Estate 

RAN Contribution: $8,000 
Recipient: Afton Band Council 


Objective: To negotiate with Nova Scotia for the lease or purchase of property adjacent to 
both the reserve and the Trans-Canada Highway for commercial and tourism development. 


Results: Because of other priorities, the band postponed negotiations until 1993. 


Project: Burnt Church Fishery Development 
Sector: Fisheries 

RAN Contribution: $8,000 

Recipient: Burnt Church Indian Nation 


Objective: To negotiate with the Department of Fisheries and Oceans (DFO) and other off- 
reserve fishermen for access to five lobster licences. Negotiations were to include the 
development of a kelp rejuvenation and salmon enhancement project through the New 
Brunswick-Canada co-operation agreement. 


Results: The band was allocated three lobster licences, which amounted to 1,075 traps. Asa 
community venture, the licences were offered to band members in lots of 50. This resulted 
in the creation of 21 part-time jobs. The band also negotiated a fisheries co-management 
agreement with DFO. The agreement included a provision for the hiring and training of 
eight band members in the field of resource management.

Project: Labrador Inuit Development Corporation (LIDC) Fisheries Project 
Sector: Fisheries 

RAN Contribution: $16,000 

Recipient: Labrador Inuit Development Corporation (LIDC) 


Objectives: To negotiate with the Department of Fisheries and Oceans (DFO) and the 
Labrador-Newfoundland government for the lease or sale of the Nain fish plant and for the 
development of the weir and offshore fishery located north of Nain. 


Results: The parties reached an agreement to transfer ownership of the Nain fish plant. 
However, because of the economic conditions of the industry and the quotas available, the 
Operation would not be viable without value-added processing facilities. LIDC has started 
negotiations with the Newfoundland government to include caribou processing and a fish- 
smoking operation at the plant. LIDC also negotiated and obtained licences to harvest 825 
tonnes of shrimp and 750 tonnes of turbot annually. The shrimp licence provided nine full- 
time jobs, each with above-average annual salaries (i.e., $50,000-to-$60,000 range). LIDC is 
currently negotiating with the province of Newfoundland for a quota allocation for redfish. 


Project: Labrador Inuit Development Corporation (LIDC) Anorthosite Project 
Sector: Minerals 

RAN Contribution: $20,000 

Recipient: Labrador Inuit Development Corporation (LIDC) 


Objective: To negotiate with an Italian mineral development company to quarry and 
market the anorthosite deposit at Nain, Labrador. 


Results: LIDC formed a legal entity, Torngait Ujaganniavingit Corporation, which 
negotiated with a Liechtenstein marketing company, Wibestone A.G., to quarry and 
purchase 20-tonne blocks of anorthosite from the Ten Mile Bay site on Paul’s Island near the 
town of Nain. Four agreements were finalized: a master agreement for quarrying and sales, 
a lease agreement for leasing equipment from Wibestone A.G., a shareholders agreement for 
providing LIDC with a percentage of ownership of Wibestone A.G., and an indemnity 
agreement for liability protection for LIDC. 


The agreements guaranteed the tonnage to be quarried and the price to be paid over a two- 


year period. This will be in excess of $2.5 million to LIDC. Included were subagreements 
on employment, training, technology transfer and an option for a joint-venture marketing 
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agreement in the third year of the operation. Employment will be restricted to local 
community members; 10 community members will be employed in the first year and 20 in 
the second. The developer will conduct on-site training in blasting and quarrying, and some 
training and technology transfer will be done during the off-season in Italy. Employment 
and Immigration Canada (EIC) will partially fund training. 


Project: Kwitimaqney Incorporated 
Sector: Fisheries 

RAN Contribution: $30,000 
Recipient: Membertou Band Council 


Objective: To negotiate with the Department of Fisheries and Oceans (DFO), the Maritime 
Fisherman’s Union and other fish harvesters and processors for access to groundfish and 
tuna in offshore Atlantic fishing areas. 


Results: The Kwitimaqney corporation was allocated a fishing licence to harvest 2,000 
tonnes of silver hake annually. This created employment and direct marketing to an 
overseas market. Because of the success of the venture, an additional 4,000 tonnes was 
allocated for 1992 with potential for a further allocation if required. The corporation is — 
finalizing discussions to establish a training course for band members at the Nova Scotia 
Nautical College. Additional negotiations resulted in the use and participation of a local 
fish-processing plant in the venture. 


Project: Bay of Fundy Aquaculture 

Sector: Fisheries 

RAN Contribution: $30,000 

Recipient: St. Mary’s Indian Band Council (SMIBC) 


Objective: To negotiate with federal and provincial governments and the private sector for 
the leasing and development of the band’s approved salmon-farming site in the Bay of 
Fundy which is capable of producing 80,000 salmon annually. 


Results: In April 1992, SMIBC finalized negotiations with a private sector fishing company 
for a five-year contractual arrangement. The agreement provides the band with financial 
assistance, management expertise, the use of fishing vessels and an additional 0.81 hectares 
of fish-farming area adjacent to the band’s holdings. Other benefits include potential for 
eight to 10 full-time jobs, training in aquaculture and approximately $1.4 million in gross 
sales. 
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Project: St. Mary’s Tourist Park 

Sector: Real Estate 

RAN Contribution: $13,000 

Recipient: St. Mary’s Indian Band Council (SMIBC) 


Objective: To negotiate with the Government of New Brunswick, departments of Tourism, 
Recreation and Heritage and of Natural Resources and Energy, to acquire 81 hectares of 
provincial Crown parklands on the St. Croix River. 


Results: SMIBC had numerous negotiation sessions with the province of New Brunswick 
and hopes to formalize an agreement by January 1993. A long-term lease arrangement for 
the land is being pursued with the condition that the arrangement will be without prejudice 
to the band’s pursuit of a land claim action. It is anticipated that, with the completion of 
negotiations and the acquisition of the land, SMIBC will be able to approach other funding 
agencies to support the establishment of a Native-owned tourism venture with sport fishing 
and other recreational facilities.

Objective: To negotiate with forestry companies operating in the area for subcontracts in 
replanting and silviculture. 


This created 40 person-years of 
employment with an estimated payroll of $225,000 over the next three years. Three major 
forest companies signed letters of intent with the band; these guarantee band members 
employment in reforestation over a three-year period.

Negotiations with other companies in the area are ongoing.

Objective: To negotiate with Hydro-Québec for spinoff benefits and involvement in on- 
reserve projects arising from the installation of a gas-turbine electricity generation plant on 
land next to the reserve. 

Results: Negotiations were completed in December 1992. Approximately $800,000 in 
benefits is projected for on-reserve projects.

Objective: To negotiate with Hydro-Québec for line-clearing contracts and transmission | 
line installation on the 96-kilometre line to be installed near the reserve.

$1 million in salaries and 900 person-weeks of employment. 


Results: The band was awarded the contract and work has begun. For the initial phase, 40 
band members are employed for a period of 25 weeks.

‘development, access to off-reserve economic opportunities in the forestry sector, 
employment and training, and a number of community development projects. A formal 
detailed agreement is expected to be signed early in 1993.

integrated approach to land-use planning was developed, but was deferred pending a 
review of provincial policies and applicable legislation.

Other spinoff benefits include 
the construction of an access road and bridge across Granite Creek, providing access to 
Birch Portage IR #184 which was previously inaccessible by road.

Resource Access Negotiations (RAN) Program 
Status Report 1991-1992 


Results: The band completed negotiations with the Saskatchewan Power Corporation and 
finalized an agreement for the 1992 right-of-way clearing contract for the Points North 
hydro transmission line. The agreement also allowed them access to additional line-clearing 
contracts through preferential clauses. The band was successful in negotiating a major | 
study on the impact of hydro-electric development on Reindeer Lake, the Reindeer River 
and the Churchill region. The band will participate in the $200,000 study, to be completed 
in 1993. The study will be managed by a project team with four members representing the 
band and the Chief as chairperson. The band also negotiated an employment contract with 
Saskatchewan Power Corporation for repairs to the Island Falls dam, providing 
employment for 12 band members over a two-month period. And lastly, negotiations are in 
progress with the Saskatchewan Power Corporation for service contracts and employment 
on the $20-million dam upgrading at Island Falls. These negotiations will continue into the 
1992-1993 fiscal year.

Recipient: National Indian Financial Corporation 

Objective: To negotiate with Minatco Ltd. Total Petroleum, for direct participation in 
revenue sharing, royalties, employment and as third-party suppliers of goods and services 
for the new uranium mine at McLean Lake, scheduled for construction in 1994. 

Results: The band negotiated a Memorandum of Understanding that outlined the areas of 
the mine development subject to negotiation, the basis of an equity agreement and other 
direct benefits for Indian participation.

Nations Forest Protection Services with the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development, Saskatchewan Parks and Renewable Resources, Meadow Lake Tribal Council 
and the Area Chiefs Tribal Council. The Letter of Understanding provided for a one-year 
program funded by multiple parties to the amount of $700,000 to cover the cost of 
equipment, training and certification of firefighters from the member Indian bands. 


Project: North American Waterfowl Management Plan (NAWMP) 

Sector: Resource Co-management 

RAN Contribution: $11,400 

Recipient: Federation of Saskatchewan Indian Nations (Touchwood Hills Tribal Council) 
Objectives: To negotiate with the North American Wetlands Conservation Committee, the 
Canadian Wildlife Service, Saskatchewan Parks and Renewable Resources and 
Saskatchewan Wetlands Conservation Corporation for training and employment 
opportunities through participation in NAWMP and for the development of at least two 
specific projects within the Touchwood Hills Tribal Council area. 

Results: The project was based on a two-year work plan. A report submitted at the end of 
the first year indicated that negotiations were continuing and an agreement would be 
finalized in 1993.

Two agreements were concluded: the SMADA Management Agreement between the First 
Nations and the Government of Saskatchewan establishing a co-management system for 
renewable and non-renewable development in the Sipanok Territory, and a bilateral accord 
with the Government of Canada for continued fiscal support and advisory services and 
ongoing federal treaty and trust obligations. 

Negotiations are in progress for subagreements on wildlife management, forestry, 
conservation and environmental protection, agriculture, and tourism. 

Project: Onion Lake Oil and Gas Project 

Sector: Oil and Gas 

RAN Contribution: $23,400 

Recipient: Onion Lake Band 

Objectives: To negotiate with three oil and gas companies, Sask Oil, Anderson Oil and 
Many Islands Gas Company, to develop oil and gas resources on the reserve. Also, to 


negotiate an agreement with Husky Oil for the supply of gravel. 


Results: No progress report was received. 


Project: Oil and Gas Developments and Biprovincial Upgrader

Results: Negotiations began but were suspended while the parties re-evaluated their respective 
positions.

Objective: To negotiate with oil and gas companies to carry out exploration and development of 
potential deposits on the reserve with anticipated benefits including royalties, leases,

Project: White Cap Golf Course 
Sector: Real Estate 

RAN Contribution: $16,000 
Recipient: Moose Woods Band 


Objective: To negotiate a joint-venture agreement with the private sector to develop a golf 
course on the reserve and provide 40 long-term seasonal jobs. 


Results: The band was unable to reach an agreement with the developer. During negotiations, 
two other golf courses were built in the area; this made the band’s project less attractive.

Objective: To negotiate collective agreements on behalf of Alexander, Alexis and Enoch 
bands seeking short-term employment, training and business contracts during the 


construction phase of the AL-PAC pulp mill.

Legal and professional fees for drafting the contract with Deloitte & Touche and for legal 
counsel representation at all review meetings were also incurred. The report indicated that, 
based on a market assessment, the project was not viable.

The use of surplus 
stock for commercial purposes was deemed unacceptable and was, therefore, disallowed. 
Parks Canada stated they will continue to make bison available because bison are 
categorized as domestic animals.

Results: The band created the Louis Bull Service Centre and Gas Bar as well as a tax-free 


zone on the reserve. It negotiated with members of the oil and gas industry in an attempt to 
get these businesses to set up offices on the reserve. 
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Project: Lesser Slave Lake Tourism Development 
Sector: Tourism 

RAN Contribution: $31,000 

Recipient: Lesser Slave Lake Cree Consortium 


Objectives: To develop promotional material and to negotiate with the private sector 
concerning the development of a destination tourism facility on land situated on three 
reserves, Swan River, Driftpile and Sucker Creek. 


Results: The results of this project included a 40-page brochure detailing the project, 
background information and a brief description of each of the projects of the consortium; a 
15-minute video detailing each of the three communities’ projects; a slide show for 
presentations to large groups; and a travelling display for trade shows and other 
opportunities where a booth would allow for maximum exposure. 


At a reception, the consortium presented the proposal to private sector investors, federal 
and provincial government agencies, First Nations and the media. The reception was well- 
attended and generated considerable interest from potential investors. 


Project: Renewable Resource Agreements for Forestry and Tourism

Recipient: Little Red River Cree Nation (LRRCN) 


Objective: To negotiate a resource co-management agreement with the province of Alberta 
and the federal government for the Caribou Mountains, the Mikkwa-Lower Peace planning 
area and the southwest quadrant of the Wood Buffalo National Park. 


Results: The band negotiated with the Canadian Parks Service (CPS) and Alberta Forestry 
Lands and Wildlife (FLAW), basing its position on a discussion paper entitled “A Model for 
Joint Planning and Shared Management of Natural Resources by Aboriginal People.” 
Alberta Forestry and Water Service agreed in principle to participate jointly in a planning 
team to undertake the development of a regional resource plan for the Caribou Mountains 
and to expand the plan into the Mikkwa-Lower Peace area. FLAW agreed in principle to 
the concept of providing forest management competency training to members of the Little 
Red River Cree Nation. The agreement is conditional on both parties’ financial contribution 
to the training. CPS has agreed to a similar model and cost-sharing role with LRRCN in the 
southwestern quadrant of Wood Buffalo National Park. 
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Project: Treaty Eight Forest Co-management Agreement 
Sector: Resource Co-management 

RAN Contribution: $25,000 

Recipient: Grand Council of Treaty Eight First Nations 


Objective: To negotiate with the private sector and the Alberta government for a forest co- 
management agreement covering the Treaty Eight area. 


Results: The Council initiated discussions with the provincial government, using a 
discussion paper, “A Model for Joint Planning and Shared Management of Natural 
Resources by Aboriginal People,” as the basis for the definition of resource co-management 
— the starting point of the negotiations. These negotiations were undertaken with the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development (DIAND), Forestry Canada, 
Alberta Forestry, Lands and Wildlife, the National Aboriginal Forestry Association and 
other affected Treaty Eight First Nations. The Grand Council of Treaty Eight signed a 
Memorandum of Understanding, as the basis for further negotiations, with the province of 
Alberta and the Government of Canada.

Objective: To negotiate a number of agreements with Alberta following the construction of

identified key studies requiring completion; submitted numerous position papers to the 
public hearings of the Federal Environmental Assessment Review Office (FEARO) on the 
dam; assessed the impact of the Supreme Court's decision obliging Alberta to abide by the 
Environmental Assessment and Review Process (EARP) guidelines and the implications of 
the decision on future activities; and initiated negotiations with the Alberta government.

RAN Contribution: $20,000 

Recipient: Rocky Native Development Corporation 


Objective: To negotiate with Shell Oil for employment, training and business opportunities | 
at the Caroline gas plant. 


Results: The corporation met with various private sector companies, including Shell Oil, to 
begin negotiations concerning the development of the resources on the reserve. Office space 
in Rocky Mountain House was cost-shared and a consultant was retained to facilitate a co- 
ordinated and organized marketing effort regarding resource development.

Results: The band established Alisqnuknik Development Corporation to facilitate 
negotiations. Following a comprehensive land-use planning exercise, negotiations resumed 
and are ongoing. The golf course is now in the planning phase.

Results: British Columbia signed two management agreements with the Fountain Indian 
Band. 


e Joint Stewardship Agreement: The agreement provides for an advisory committee 
with equal representation from both parties to review any legislative, regulatory, 
policy or development proposal on Fountain Band traditional land. The committee 
acts as a dispute resolution forum and may be assisted by a facilitator, to be funded 
by British Columbia. The province will also provide financial assistance to the 
band to participate on the committee. 


¢ Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) on Joint Natural Resource Initiatives: the 
MOU provides for the joint collation, funded by British Columbia, of natural | 
resource information on traditional territory. The B.C. Ministry of Forestry will 
hire four band members and provide forestry training programs. The B.C. 
Ministry of Environment will fund the band’s fish enhancement activities to a 
maximum of $20,000 and provide two months of employment for three band 
members. The B.C. Ministry of Economic Development will fund business 
opportunity feasibility studies to a maximum of $20,000. 


In return, the band initiated an agreement to permit general access to the road running 
through the reserve. 
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Project: Westar Timber Limited Sale and Purchase Agreement 
Sector: Forestry 

RAN Contribution: $30,000 

Recipient: Gitwangak Indian Band 


Objective: To negotiate with Westar Timber Limited for the purchase of its tree farm 
licence, forest licence, sawmills, chipping plant and related assets at Kitwanga and Carnaby. 
Westar’s tree farm licence #51 has an allowable annual cut of 104,000 cubic metres and its 
forest licence #A16831, an allowable annual cut of 607,000 cubic metres. 


Results: The Gitskan Wet’suwet’en Government Commission, representing the Gitwangak 
Indian Band, began negotiations with Burns Fry, agents for Westar Limited. Negotiations 
were abandoned because a number of issues could not be resolved. These included 
concerns of both Aboriginal and non-Aboriginal groups regarding the socio-economic 
impact of the change in ownership of the company. The British Columbia Minister of 
Forests appointed a commission to examine the issues surrounding the sale of Westar’s © 
assets and to ensure public consultation. After months of studies, public hearings and court 
actions, Westar Timber Limited completed the sale of its forest assets to REPAP Enterprises 
Inc. The deal also included the transfer of the forest licence from Westar to REPAP. REPAP 
plans to involve a Native-controlled group in the Carnaby mill, and ultimately this group 
will acquire a minority position in the total operation. 


Project: Co-operative Resource Management 

Sector: Resource Co-management 

RAN Contribution: $17,800 

Recipient: Ktunaxa-Kinbasket Tribal Council (KKTC) 

Objectives: To negotiate with British Columbia ministries of Forest and Environment, 
British Columbia Hydro and private sector developers operating in the traditional territories 
of the Ktunaxa-Kinbasket for a resource co-management agreement, including training, 
employment, wildlife enhancement, wetland rehabilitation and fish hatcheries. Also to 


negotiate with B.C. Hydro and the B.C. Ministry of the Environment for a comprehensive 
mitigation strategy with regard to the Columbia River and Mica Dam development. 
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Results: Negotiations are ongoing. The band is in the process of developing and negotiating a 
comprehensive mitigation strategy with the Ministry of Environment and B.C. Hydro regarding 
the Columbia River and Mica Dam. Under this strategy, local Native peoples will be trained and 
hired through the pooling of available resources. Training will be geared to wildlife 
enhancement, stream and wetland rehabilitation, fish hatcheries and the re-introduction of 
resident species into streams, lakes and rivers. The Ministry of Environment will hire a Native 
liaison co-ordinator to serve the Nelson region. The Native liaison co-ordinator will work with 
the Ministry of Environment and the Ktunaxa-Kinbasket Tribal Council. The KKTC was invited 
to participate in the development of the job description for this position and will also be involved 
in the hiring process. The band is identifying management positions within the various projects 
and is training band personnel to fill these positions. 


Project: Ministry of Forests Woodlot Licence 

Sector: Forestry 

RAN Contribution: $7,200 

Recipient: Lower Similkameen Indian Band 

Objectives: To negotiate with the British Columbia Ministry of Forests for the terms and 
conditions of a preharvest silviculture plan, to conduct community consultations to approve the 
plan and to negotiate a contract to implement it. 

Results: Negotiations were delayed on account of a beetle infestation which required a massive 
spraying and prevention program. The preharvest silviculture plan is awaiting approval from 
the B.C. Ministry of Forests.

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Results: The Carcross-Tagish First Nation and Yukon Energy Corporation reached a joint- 
ownership agreement. A full review of the territorial energy policy is expected to result in 
an energy pricing policy which will support the viability of the project. All parties are 
prepared to proceed with the project upon finalization of the pricing review. 


Project: Kaska Nation-Curragh Resources Lead Zinc Negotiations

Results: The band reached agreements for resource management, resource inventory and a 
resource management plan. The Arctic Environmental Strategy’s (AES) Community 
Resource Management Program provided $100,000 to assist in funding the resource 
management plan.

Recipient: Sakku Investment Corporation 


Objective: To negotiate a number of agreements with the mining companies that actively 
carry out exploration and development in the Keewatin region of the Northwest Territories 
which would provide economic benefits to the First Nations communities. 


Results: Sakku Investment Corporation held discussions with nine mining companies; four 
indicated their intent to use the services and employment skills of Native band members 
and communities when working in the area. Letters of intent were to be formalized. The 
Corporation anticipated that contracts in the range of $200,000 to $300,000 would be 
available to First Nations annually. However, in the later part of the year, other issues such 
as land claims, uncertainty over the rights of the mining companies and the lack of 
investment capital impeded exploration in the region.
